HE Lady Powell being by vertue of a Deed of Settlement made 

by Sir Peter Yanlore her Father, ſeized to her, and the Heirs of her 

body of ſeveral Lands and Hereditaments, of the yearly value 

of about thirteen hundred pound per 4Annam; and the Reverſion, 

for want of ſuch Ifſue,being to come to Sir Peters Grand-children, 

who wereſix in number, whereof Miltris I evingſior, wife to Thomas Leving- 
ox Eſquire was one, who neither had, nor hath any iſſue; but the other five 
Grand: children have amongſt them twenty eight Children ; and the Lady 
Powell having often expreſt her reſolution, never to alter her Fathers Settle- 
ment. : 
| The ſaid Lady in September 1651. being dangeroully ſick, The ſaid Thomas 
Levingflox and his wife, with ſeveral others, the ſeventh of the faid September, 
did forcibly, with Swords, Piſtols, Carbines, and Granadoes, enter into the 
houſe where the ſaid Lady lay, and guarded and ſecured the ſame with Armed 
men, who faid they had a Commiſhon to kill and {lay all who ſhould oppoſe 
them; and cauſed all the Ladies Seryants to be Arreſted, and taken away from ' 
| her, declaring they ſhould never ſee her face more , which they did not; and 
then chained up the doors of the Houſe, and kept all the Ladies Kindred, 
Friends and Servantsout of it till ſhe died, which was the eighth of 0@ober

They having thus ſecluded all but themſelves, _ | 
reader > ey brought Judge Warburton to the Ladies Houſe (who knew not the 
Lady) andthen and there procured the Lady to leavy feyeral Fines of the 
Premiſes to one Anthony Baſſet : And afterwards cauſed her to declare by Deed 
the Uſe of the ſaid Fines to be td the ſaid Levingſion and his wife and her Heirs; 
and alſo ro ſettle a great perſonal eſtate upon them, of near an hundred thou- 

ſand pound; although'the ſaid Lady utterly deteſted them, as perſons of a 
 moſteviland dangerous Converſation, and did often times wiſh the ſaid 4zne 
Levingſton had not been of her Kindred 3 and did publikely profeſs, very near 
the day of the pretended levyiog the ſaid Fines, that ſhe would be torn in pieces 
- with wilde Horſes before ſhe would alter her Fathers Settlement. 

The Court of Common Pleas upon Complaint hereof to them, Declared; 
they knew not what was force and fraud if theſe Actions were not; but ſaid 
it was paſt their Power to help : But ſaid the Parliament could, and they be«
